reasons Tabor decided not to 
return to th.* United State but 
to enter a Vietnamese seminars’ 
and study to become a Roman 
Catholic priest. 
Tabor said his preuts, Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter Tabor of Jaf­ 
frey. N.H., were “shocked, and 
wanted me to come home and 
talk it over with them” when he 
wrote and told them he was 
going to receive his Navy dis­ 
charge in Da Nang and remain 
in this country. That was last 
March and his father and moth­ 
er now accept his decision “as 
the will of God, although they 
are still disappointed.” Tabor 
said. 
Tabor, a quiet young man who 
“ raised some cain” while at­ 
tending Jaffrey’! Consol High 
School, enlisted in the Navy iu 
October 1962 and was assigned 
to the Scabies His unit spent 
two months in Da Nang in late 
1963. went to Okinawa and then 
returned to Viet Nam in March 
1964. 
Early in his tour, Tabor said, 
he was disheartened by “the 
corruption, the sin,” be saw in 
the aervice. 
On his second “ in-country” 
hitch, Tabor was one of five 
Se a bees sent to a Vietnamese 
army compound at Ben Loc to 
teach the Vietnamese bow to 
drill deep water wells. 
“ I made many friends a n d 
began picking up the language,” 
Tabor said. “ I guess it was 
then that I thought ai staying 
bere, to help, but I was unde­ 
cided how to do this.” 
The Setbees left Ben Luc in 
December 1964 and Tabor re­ 
turned to the United States but 
six months later he was back in 
Viet Nam, at Da Nang.

The American farm Bureau 
federation, long a critic of gov- 
eminent farm production and 
price controls, has been making 
a strong pitch that it is time to 
drop federal farm programs. 
The farm bureau is not. howev­ 
er. engaging in the congressional 
contests as such 
Freeman, on the other hand. 
says he does not foresee the 
day when agriculture can risk 


There have been no indica­ 
tions that should Democrats suf 
fer marked reverses in farming 
areas that Freeman would lose 
out as secretary. But such de­ 
feats could make it very difficul 
for the administration to main­ 
tain these programs in the fu 
ture particularly with regard to 
the obtaining of necessary funds 
from Congress.
